They eould tea nothing 
g.iod in the Bill— nothing in it thst held out 
any boon to the clergy of the Church of En. 
glaud except the title, or if then ware greater 
bcnrBti intended, thee *•'« unsblo 10 appre- 
ciate thrm Ho would allude 10 on* clause of 
th* Bill— th* cliuae win, it gave thn power to 
ejeit any clergyman. This power wax " given 
totiuateet, and to effect their object, If it 
was dwitshle, they mutt catty an action into 
the Hufreme Court Now, partita wtxi reluctant 
enough, when thelrnan affairs a* individuals 
urged them lo go Into the Supreme Court . and 
he thought that still lata would trustees be 
disposed in general to act under auch a fa war, 
involving them, as it must, in all rhe expense 
end Irutthle of an action. In which after all, 
they might be debated, and Iht clergyman 
■eltln bis right to hi* Using, however die- 
taittful to hi* cnngTagatlan, lc waa hard too, 
that the slergyman who waa under 
the EcclfiiitlicAl Jurtadictton, thuuld b* 
made intenable to tha Supreme Court for 
failings tor which he wu answerable else- 
where.

I laced on the same looting : foi if litinfa. as in 
Kngltnd, varied in valut, Ilia clergy would 
have some piomotion tu loi.k to, and the 
emulation I bat would be produced, might be 
beneficial both to Hit clergy and tha com- 
munity. If the Council allowed the Church 
of England to be the Established Church ui 
the colony, than tn iiierapl st iLgislstiun of 
this kind would not be so disLsstcful ; but 
wblis lonied upon as on* among many ieno- 
minstiont, he did not tee why the Council 
she uid endeavour to trammel the Crunch, and 
not interfere with olhera. There wis 110 prece- 
dent for naaairur a Bill regulating the allium of 
a T*ti|ioua body, unlet* such a measure waa 
applied for, and ha aaw no reason for nesting 
one now. Ha should not oppose Ihe present

Mi. ROIHNSON hoped the Council would 
not entertain the piesent motion. Both th* 
prviasdins speaker* had goni upon tht sup.

were, how*v*r. very rasjiy who wets af 1 very 
different opinion— who thought thit all neh-
